been foreigners. There were one Greek, 
tw o S paniards and one Dutchm an. 
As Benedict XV., if fate deals as 
kindly w ith him as his predecessors, 
the new pope Is ap t to occupy the 
throne for many years, 
fie was fifty- 
nine years of age Nev 21 Inst 
Pius 
X. w as sixty eight at tits election, and 
his 
pontificate lasted eleven years. 
Leo X III 
w as the sam e age, and he 
reigned tw enty fire years 
Gregory 
XIV., who preceded Bins 
IX., w as 
sixty five years of age w hen elect cs!. 
and hi' reigned sixteen years 
The 
youngest m an to be chosen pontiff in 
the last three quarters of a cent n y w as 
Bins IX . 
Ile was only fifty-I in and 
his pontificate covered thirty tw o yetir* 
It is b el i eved th at th e age of the new 
pope had considerable to do with ills 
choice a t tin* present tim e. 
It w as 
d e e m e d 
w i s e to h a v e a pontiff riot 
w eighted down with years or infirmity. 
Also It w as realized th at <’ordinal delta 
f’hlesa w as well versed In all the 
diplomacy of tile Vatican, an especially 
Im portant 
consideration 
now. 
w ith 
half the world at war. 


Choice of Name Indicates Policy. 
“ lf we can judge,” says the Ile' 
J , editor of th e 
Catholic Encyclopedia, "of th e intention 
of th e new pope by th e choice of his 
nam e, Benedict XV., he will combine 
very happily In his adm inistration the 
characteristics of the last tw o pontiffs. 
Leo and Pius, the form er distinguished 
for his tem poral policies, the latter for 
his spiritual. 
“ B enedict XIV. was fam ous us a c a n ­ 
onist, and a canonist Is needed now to 
bring to completion the g reat work be 
gun by BIus X. of codify ing and adapt­ 
ing the law s of the church to its mod 
e m conditions. T he last Benedict w as 
also a great liturgist and perhaps th e 
m ost successful of all th e popes in 
conciliating tile eastern churches. 
It 
Is very likely , therefore, th a t Benedict 
XV. will insist on t^e liturgical re­ 
form s, particularly In church music, 
established by Bins X., and there Is no 
doubt th a t lie will im itate the late 
pontiff Iii attem pting to bring about 
th e uuity of churches of th e east and 
of Hie w e s t” 
A man of diplomacy, a cool, level 
headed leader, a man of even temper 
who can face a tremendous emergency 
dispassionately, a man of the school of 
Cardinal Rnmpolla, with a keen rever­ 
ence for all the traditions of the Vati­ 
can—that Is tho impression Pope Bene­ 
dict XV. made upon an American who 
had a chance several years ago to 
meet and to know the man who Is now 
I begtPof Hie Homan Catholic church 
It was in 1907, when be was then 
! Mgr. della Chlesn. holding a minor 
| [Kist In the Vatican, that the present 
I pontiff w as in a position to meet men 
from foreign lands. 
One of these men 
was Amasa Thornton, a New York 
lawyer. 


Regarded as Safe Leader. 
"The present pope.” says Mr. Thorn­ 
ton. "never lost hts head and was 
never angry. He w as one of the kind­ 
est hearted men I ever met. 
“I think that he was chosen not be­ 
cause he w as a builder or a construc­ 
tive genius, but because he w as recog­ 
nized as a safe leader for the church 
v hen all Europe w as In arras. 
At an ­ 
other tim e I believe be w ould not have 
been considered 
"T he ne*' pontiff has a most engag­ 
ing personality 
Ile convinces one a t 
once of Ids earnestness, 
lie is fam iliar 
w ith Im portant Issues. 
H e is quick to 
gtusp and quick to a c t 
H e is courte 
ous and a t the sam e tim e guarded in 
his response. 
“ Pope Benedict Is n strong believer 
in everything Am erican.”
